Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Matsui et al ( 
US 2004/0128677 Al). As per claim L Matsui et al shows in figure 1 a tray 1-constrained 
mechanism of optical disk drive including a shell 10 including a upper case 12 and a bottom case 
15. A tray 1 is slidable between the upper case 12 and the bottom case 15 along a channel rail. 
A face panel is located on an outer side of the tray 1, and a tray frame extension C is located 
between the tray 1 and the face panel having a retaining section. Figure 12, for example, shows 
the tray frame extension C having a tray constrained arrangement which includes a resilient part 
42. Also shown in figure 12 is the resilient part 42 has one end fastening to the retaining section, 
an energy storing section bucking on a fulcrum located on a face panel frame, and a bucking end 
extending outside a carved out opening formed on the tray frame extension C to elastically press 
a lateral wall of a protrusion part of the bottom case 1 5 to cushion and reduce vibration. 
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As per claim 2, figure 12 of Matsui et al shows the resilient part 42 is formed from a 
cylindrical material.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Matsui et al ( US 
2004/0128677 Al). Matsui et al discloses the claimed invention. See the description supra. 

However, Matsui et al is silent, per se, as to the resilient part 42 being formed from a 
sheet material. 

Official notice is taken of the fact that spring made of sheet metal are notoriously old and 
well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to substitute the coil spring of Matsui et al with a spring made of sheet metal 
as taught in the art. The rationale is as follows: one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 

invention was made would have been motivated to substitute a coil spring with a sheet metal

spring, which is well within the purview of a skilled artisan and absent an unobvious result, 
because the two types of springs are considered to be art recognized equivalents. Thereby, 
providing flexibility in the procurement of parts need to assembly the disk drive.
